London. .Tnn. 24. — Mr, John Morley, 
aildressliiK his constitueatH tliis evening 
at Forfar, iiinile but little rofereiioe to 
the present aspect of the war iu South 
Africa, confining himself chiefly to a rc- 
uewnl of his indictment of the "policy 
wliich led to hostilities." He ridiculed 
" tlu' notion tliat u few Boor Kuecessos 
entitled the Transvaal to be described 
ns a first-class military power," and de- 
clared that the fact of the Boors send- 
iiiK the ultimattini no more disposed of 
all tile otlier (|i:cstions than the delinnco 
of tile American colonists in throwing 
tlie ten into Boston harbor disposed of 
all tlie iinestions of the war of American 
iiidependoiico. 

" It is (juitc certain," continned Mr. 
Morley, " Hint liad the goveruiiient aj)- 
preciated the temper of the Transvaal 
people and foreseen what was coming, 
what wo all linow iu these lilaclc, gloomy 
days, there would liave been no war. 
It is dreadful but true that a -want of 
foresight and decent Information led the 
government to sfumble into the war. 
Lord Salisbury's menacing speech of 
.Tuly 28, if applied to a great "power, 
could only have meant war. It was ab- 
surd, if the government really believed in 
a Dutirli conspiracy, to spend time in ne- 
gotiations regarding the franchise. Tlie 
conspiracy wiis an nfterthonght of the 
government conjured up to mask n 
hidoouH ghastly blunder." 

In conclusion Mr. Jlorley declined to 
commit himself as to what would hap- 
pen =" the future, but he warned his 
hearers not to be duped by the idea that 
tlic BooPH after defeat wonld settle 
<lown (Hiielly. With reference to the 
poiiit at wliich the conliict wonld come 
TO im end, Mr. Morley observed: -"Soine- 
tliing dei)eiid.n on a clinnce, which I hope 
is remote, but is certainly not invisible, 
ot our being < !illed on to meet dangers 
in ofher quarters."

London, -Tftn. 25.— (4:15 a. m.)— Short- 
ly after 12 o'clock the war ofllce an- 
nounced that nothing further in the way 
of despatches would be given out dur- 
ing the night. 

The assemblage iu Tall Mall outside 
the war ofllee and those privileged to 
wait in the lobbies reluctantly dispersed 
after this tinal word. The tnorning 
papers went to pres.? with conjectures 
and forecasts of all sorts, striving to 
guess out. spmetbing from Spion Kop. 

Topographic maps show that Spion 
Kop is the highest part of a rocky 
plateau. Eastward for eight miios are 
the Keer positions along the Tugehi. 
Northwestward from . Spion Kop the 
plateau runs gradually, up to a great 
spur of the DrakensoerK,: Gen. Buller's 
iufantryi to- reach.ithe. summit of Spion 
Kop, must cross a natural: glacis tbrec- 
fourths of a mile wide and climb 500 
feet up a steep slope. 

HEAVY ItEINFOKCEMENTS. 

Nobody hero seems to know — even the 
war oflice— what Lord lloberts has done 
with his large reinforcements. Six thou- 
sand troops awaited his arrival ut Cape- 
town, and since then 0,000 others have 
reached there. Military critics are all 
liopiug that a good share of these 12,000 
have gont! to the help of Gen. Buller, 
and they argue that a few days' wait 
may make him strong enough to over- 
come the deadlock. There are 19,000 
troops at sea, and tuis lieavy weight on 
the British side is, expected to destroy 
tlie etiuililiriuni now existing on every 
lield of operations. 

The British losses up to date in killed, 
wounded and captured, according to 
Gen. Buller's Inst list, total 8,210 men. 

AT MODDER RIVER. 

A- correspondent of the Times at Mod- 
der River, telegraphing Tuesday, says: 

" The reports of deserters agree that 
the situation of the Boers at Magersfon- 
tein is hccoiuing unbearable, because 
the camp is unsanitary. Enteric fever 
is spreading, and vogotablca are wanted. 
On the other hand, tlie health of the 
British camp is satisfactory, although 
the ground lias been exhausted by the 
long encampment, and the trees have 
been cut down by insect pests and dust 
storms." 



SEIZURES FOR CONTRABAND. 

Suggested That Hague Committee 
Should Assess Damages Following 
Mistaken Action. 

London, Jan. 25. — Tlie Times, in a 
special article discussing tlie recent 
siieccli of Count Von Buclow, the Ger- 
man foreign secretary, with regard to a 
settlement internationally as to what 
constitutes contraband and what are the 
rights of neutrals, says: 

"We do not doubt that overtures for 
!i full diseuasion of the subject, if made 
in a friendly spirit and on broad grounds 
of public interest, would be frankly and 
Iiromptly accepted by the British govern- 
ment. What better work could be found 
for the tribunal created by The Hague 
conference than the work of settling the 
(lucstion of damages for seizures?" 



BOERS' FOREIGN HELPERS. 

Asserted That Their Influence on the 
Campaign Has Not Been of 
Great Importance. 

London. Jan. 24.— The Capetown corres- 
pondent of the Times telegraphing Monday, 
says: 

"In view of the exaggerated Ideas current 
that the lloera have been largely helped by 
foreign military advisors, it la worth while 
(inotlng statements of a gentleman who has 
Just arrived from Delagoa Bay. lie says 
that the lioers are at a loss to know what 
to do, and that the advice tendered them 
being based upon opposing Ideas Of tactics 
is valueless and only leads who adopted to 
loss of life." 

It appears that during Oen. 'Joabert's ill- 
ness Gen. Schnlkburger wired to Mr. Leyds 
to send men able to shoot Btratgbt and ex- 
perts to make explosives and to work mines 
but not u.seless advisers. 

"From what I saw of the Iloer forces at 
the outbreak of the war, I know that the 
lioers have a profound distrust and con- 
tempt for Luropean military methods, and, 
with the exception of Comnliindant Al- 
brccht, they have practically no foreign of- 
llcers even In tlie artillery. 

"The Transvaalers, however, acknowledg- 
ed that they have learued several useful 
tactical moves from the Free Staters es- 
pecially In making' entrenchments In least 
expected places and- at the foot of kopjes 
Instead of on rldgea" .-: r ; ...

It Is re- 
ported thiit the Trnnsvaol consul here has 
arriiiiged for their conveyance to Pretoria 
by special train." 

STRIPPED OF GONTRABAND.

"Fighting began about six in the morn- 
ing and continued till djsk, but there has 
been nothing like a regular engagement.

BRITISH TAKE A KOPJE. 

Spearman's Camp, Tuesday, Jan. 23. — 
0:^0 p. m.— The British field artillery 
and howitzers Bhellcd the enemy posted 
on the crest of the ridge this morning. 

The infantry under excellent cover 
kept up nn effective rifle fire. The 
lioers resigned a kopje, of wliich the 
British took possession. AVlien retiring 
the enemy slieltered tbomselves at a 
stone wall on the elope of the kopje, 
which they held for hours. 
-'.This afternoon they ran', across the 
rayine. . The British artillery showered 
shrapnel and -lyddite - into them, - and the 
infantry took the stone walK The Brit- 
ish casualty list was. small. 

THE USUAL BOER VERSION. ^ 

iV despatch from Pretoria dated Tues- 
day (January 23, somewhat amplifies the 
lespateh on Monday, .Tanuary 22, from 
Uie Boer head laager, cabled yesterday 
iifternoon. It says: "Four or live timefl 
during the day the British replaced tlieli- 
wearied soldiers by fresh ones. 'J■^lc 
Boer caBu.ilties to date are one man kill- 
ed and two men slightly woundi'd. Our 
tneii are iu excellent spirits. There li;is | 
been a large slaughter of British. Gtui. 
Botha iH now in sole command. General 
Cronje having been sent elsewhere." 

The same despatch, apparently refer- 
ring to the situation at Colenso, savs: 
"One of the large Boer ^Maxims was 
tcmporaril.v disordered but was soon re- 
paired. The British northern camp is iu 
confu«ion. People are observed, trcking 
aimlessly in all directions." ' 

"MADE JN GJSRMANY." 

Berlin, Jan, . 24.— rGermaa tpress, tac^. 
ticians are. almost ■ nnanimou»ly .'of . the 
opinion that the situation Of the British 
forces around Ladysniith is desperate. 
The Berliner Tageblatt prints a Brussels 
special, claiming that Sir Charlcfi 'War- 
ren has been signally defeated. A mili- 
tary writer for the Kreuz Zeitung says 
the movement to relieve Ladysmlth has 
failed, reudering the British line ot re- 
treat endangered. 

SHBRBROOKE ELECTION. 

Conservatives Think That Once Again

".Snow has driftc-d in liigli Ti<lges at out 
the stix'cts of the towrt. The only thor- 
oughfares that arc absolutely bare and 
free from tlio element are the long piers 
leading to the wharves.

ACCUMUL.VTING AND GIVING. 

"If Tliere AVere No Great Fortunes 
There Could Be No Great Bene- 
factors." 

Charles T. YerUes, whi) has amas.scd 
?iri,(.KiO,lKXI h; ;;fti-fii years recently declared 
before a meeting of euiniiierchil teachi'rs 
lu Chicago: "Creat wealth does not bring 
happiness." Mr. Caiiiegb' was so con- 
vinced of this fact that he deteriiilaed 
never to die rich, and It looks aa it he 
might succeed lu living up to his resolu- 
tion. 

There was always a vague theory among 
rich men that wealth could not buy much, 
and that men arc hardly more than the 
stewards of wealth. If we are to Judge 
of what was bestowed In benefactions last 
year for edacntlon and charity. It reiiUy 
looks -as though the rich were beginning 
to take It seriously and to practice it. 

Last year's benefactions e;;ceed all pre- 
vious records. They amount to the sur- 
prising total of .$70,7-ll).l).")0 as compared 
with $2;!,OU),000 In ISnS, $:i;j,G12,81-t In 
1«I7, $3;i,070,ll!0 In 181)0, $-J,S,a43,5I!) In 
ISO.-,, and $10,507,110 In 1804. In the pre- 
paration of these statistics no record has 
been kept of donatlona or bequests ot less 
that $1,000. 

Of the total amount for 1S09 there was 
given to educational institutions the ex- 
traordinary sum of 50.1,851,817, to charities 
$13,200,680, to churches $2,092,503, to mus- 
eums and art galleries $2,080,500 and to 
libraries $5,012,400. 

Looking at the altuntlon from one note- 
worthy point of view. It there were no 
great fortunes there could 1)0 no great ben- 
efactions. If aecurnulatlons had been for- 
bidden by statute beyond a cerialn sum. 
there would liave been no IJrexcl Institu- 
tion lu I'hlladelphln, I'ratt Institute lu 
lirooklyn. Cooper Union, Glrard College, 
Leland Stanford University, Vandorbllt 
University, Clark University at Worcester, 
University of Chicago, or Colby University, 
as they exist to day. 

Accumulation Is in Itself not a bad thing. 
Some men are born with a special genius 
for It, others have little or no aptitude 
for It. It Is benefaction that brings the 
blessing. Lagt year's long list of "bread 
casters" looks as though many of the rich 
were beginning to realize It.— Boston Globe.

There was much disappolatment ex- 
pressed in the city over the news in yes- 
terday's Colonist to the effect that three 
lecruiting stations for Strnthcoiia'a 
Horse would be established in this 
province, namely at.

The 
principal reasons why additional sta- 
tions arc asked fqr is that the loyal out- 
burst in -all parts of the province may 
be recognized, and that expense may be 
avoiiliHl hy tliose wiio licsiro to volun- 
teer. It will cost very much less for a 
recruiting offlcer to go to Vernon or Vic- 
toria than it will for a number of men 
to Ko from either of these places to Knm- 
looi)s, which is tlie nearest recruiting 
point, and the olllcer's expenses would be 
defrayed out of tlie public revenue, while 
those of the volunteers would have to be 
paid by 'themselves. The latter would 
not be material, it all who volunteer 
would be accepted, but as a certain pro- 
portion will be rejected in any case, the 
o.icpense of the trip to and from the re- 
cruiting station ouftlit to bo made ns low 
as possil)le by naming two or more 
points in addition to those mentioned in 
the telegram. 



AS TO CERTAIN 

CORBBSPONDBNCIi;. 

We have a letter from n correspondent 
speaking disparagingly of the movement 
to restrict the number of saloons in this 
cit^, and of the people who are agitating 
for restriction. We do not print it for 
several reasons, two of which, as they 
are of a general nature, may be stated 
hrielly. The first is that tliero are 
already too many saloons in Victoria, 
and the Colonist does not propose to 
lead its columns to the advocacy of. their 
increase, which it ■will "do* if it permits 
anonymous correspondents to plead for 
an increase. It any responsible person 
wishes to print n letter over his own 
signature! advocating more saloons, and 
it is properly expressed, we do not say 
that we will ■ not print it. A second 
reason is that the columns of this paper 
are absolutely closed to any man who 
'Speaks disrespectfully of church, tem- 
perance or ''' any other organizations 
working for the betterment of humanity. 

We are frequently in receipt of letters 
written, as the one above referred to is, 
as if all the manlihcss and honesty of 
the community were centered in the 
saloon interest. Correspondents who 
hold such views may as well save them- 
selves the trouble of expressing them to 
tliis paper, for their letters will not be 
printed. We arc not a little surprised 
that any one>"Bhould .think that, a re- 
spectable paper would propose for a 
moment to lend its columns to those 
who expressly (Jeclaro theuisolvos iw hos- 
tile to all the moral influences at work 
Un the community. As yet, we may re- 
mind such people,' this is a Christian 
community; the very great majority of 
the iieoplc in it are on the side of purity 
'and morality; the home is yet the most 
sacred institution of which wo ns a 
people can boast. And the Colonist is 
not at the command of those who desire 
to besmirch those institutions which pro- 
tect the home and make our country 
worth living in. 



A RAILWAY SCIIEXIB. 



There is a' bill before the le>:i:<!ature 
asking for the incorponition nf a com- 
pany to liuilil a railway fnuii tlie iiciiil of 
Lake Bennett to the summit of Cliicoot 
Pass. This looks like a very innocent 
thing, and as it asks no provincial aid, 
there will be some who will be surpri.':ed 
to hear of any opposition to it. 'Hie bill 
is only a part of a larger scheme. Its 
promoters are associated with some Tn- 
coma people, who have filed a memoran- 
dum of incoriioration in the Slate of 
^Vashing(l,n for Iho construction of a line 
from l)ye:i to the .surnmit of lh(> pMr-s, 
and who are to ask the nomiiiinn iiarlia- 
ment for power to build from the fool of 
T/oko .Bennett to a point below White 
Uorae Ilnpids. Tlie idea is to establish 
a combineil land and water route fiiim 
])yea to the Yukon, substantially paral- 
leling the Yukon & Wiite Pass railway. 

We. submit that the legislature ought to 
consider the project ns a whole and not 
(dimply the .'■■mall part of it covered hy the 
Iiil! which it is asked to pass. Memliers 
of the legisfature ought to' he satislieil 
that the; whole, scheme is a feasible one. 
E'x'porlenced railwiiy men. say it is not . 
They .sa.v that no competent engineer has 
ever pronounced upon the pracliealiillty 
of railway construction over the ('liil- 
;,C00t;Pass.>;,This pass i.s higher llian the 
White'' Pass and the di.stauce in wliicli 
the elevation must he surmounted rs 
ehdrter. An electric lift to hoist a train 
up some hnndredn of feet and a tunnel 
with ;i U)\<2 \n'r cent, j^rade are ammig 
..t|)e_ features, wliich are .lightly talkt-d of 
.••by the promoters /Ot this new. niudertak- 
'ijig. : '. The ' ■ titilijf'htipn •.of ' " the water 
slrelches will -he . po.wible' only for the 
sumnu>r months. \Ve rjubmit that the 
Icj^islature should Insist upon iaforniatiou 



as to the scheme in its entirety, and 
should not treat it ns a proposal to build 
a few miles of railway in a corner of 
this province. 

We -will be asked why the legislature 
should trouble itself about such matters 
at all, and why it should refuse permis- 
sion to anyone to build a railway any- 
where, provided all he oisks is permission. 
In reply ■we-.'Say that^tlio ^.legislature is 
the cuitodian- ^f the rights ' not only of 
the ,■ public, but of the individuals of 
whom .the public is composed, and v/hen 
a railway, proposition is presented to it, 
the ' dfetajis of 'the enterprise and its 
probable 'intenfiioh'.'ancl effect ought to bo 
carcfull}' sonitlaized. In the TTuitcd 
Stateri general laws have been passed un- 
der which any .person can build .a rail- 
way anywhere on filing his plans. This 
is not the British system. Our legislature 
reserves to itself the right to say what 
lines of railway shall and what t^hall not 
lie built, and when men come before it 
asking for a charter, and it is granted, 
they are given something which is under- 
stood to be of value. Therefore every 
application ought to be examined to see 
iu what way it will aflect the guarantees 
of charters already in existence. The 
legislature has seen fit to reserve to it- 
tielf the power to refuse a charter to any- 
one, and a person accepting a charter has 
warrant for supposing that thi.s power 
will be e.verei.-ed in cases where it can 
be shown that the right granted hy a 
previous charter will be materially im- 
perilled, la other Avords, there is an im- 
plied a.CTcement between the legislature 
anil lhosi> to whom it grants a frauchine, 
(hat, if the grantees proceed in good 
faith to take advantage of their oharter, 
they shall be protected in its enjoyment 
unless sound public policy dictates other- 
wise. 

Anj-thing whi(.'h savors of repudiation 
is hateful to British legi^latureti and to 
British public sentiment, and the si)ecies 
of legislation against whicli we are argu- 
ing is in the nature of repudiatiou. It 
cannot fail to have an injurious effect 
upon the province. Let the case of the 
Yukon & \Vhite Pass railway he taken 
as an example. Here we have a corpora- 
tion, which hns undertaken the gigantic 
task, only a short time ago deemed im- 
t)0ssible, of constructin,g a railway from 
the Coast into the Yukon valley. For 
this purpose they obtained from the leg- 
islature of British Columbia and the Par- 
liament of Canada certain rights. Hav- 
ing acquired these they made (.'areful ex- 
amination of the country, first to see if a 
railway would be likely to be proiitable 
and then to ascertain if it could be con- 
structed at a reasonable cost. Having 
reached ti favorable conchisiiin en bolii 
points, they proceeded to expend their 
own money iu the work of construction. 
They asked nothing from the taxpayers. 
They have already laid out some .'?;!,i)»0,- 
OOO in the construction of the line from 
the Coast to Lake Bennett, and they 
have now under construction seventy-one 
miles from Hemiett to ('loseleigli, which 
is below the White Horse llapids, and 
for this portion of the road it is necessary 
to raise and expend about .iili, 000,000. 
The road has to be tliorou.ghly equipped 
with rolling stock, and this with the gen- 
eral improvements, snow-sheds to be er- 
ected, sidings to be put in, and all the 
other things connected with a first-elfvss 
line will swell the cont of the road when 
completed to Closeleigh, ns it will bo 
next summer, if nothing is done to pre- 
vent, to fully $0,000,000. The company 
liaving been given a charter from the 
Jegislature and spent this enormous sum 
of money under it, have certainly some 
rights which the, legislature is bound to 
respect. A remarkable thing in connec- 
tion with this enterprise is the manner in 
whicli it has been financed. Up to the 
present every dollar that has gone into 
the road has been contributed by the in- 
dividual members of the corporation and 
their personal friends. At the present 
stage it is propoticd to invite the public to 
subscribe for the stock and bonds to 
provide funds fur the completion of the 
undertaking. Now', suppose that the 
legislature with all these facts before it 
igives a charter to a company which pro- 
poses not only to parallel thiti railway, 
but virtually to build upon its right al 
way, what will the effect of this second 
charter be? Will it not depreciate the 
value of the stock and bonds of the com- 
pany. The new company niay never 
turn so much as a spadeful of I'arth; it 
may be content simply to allow it.s char- 
ter to remain, as so many others have 
remained, a dead letter on the statute 
book; but it is the effect upon the money 
market, not the effect of competition be- 
iweeu two parallel roads, which tlio house 
ought to consider. The iinmediale I'ffect 
of the new charter will be to render the 
tinaucing of - the first project very much 
more dinicult, and that too at a time 
when it is difTicult enough to lloat the 
lu'sl scheme in the London money mar- 
ket. Will anyone claim that men of capi- 
tal will accept charters from the legis- 
lature of this province if their value is 
likely to lie n'llnceil in this way before 
the rr.'iachise granted can be exerciseii'^ 
We have been \,,\,\ buely that the pro- 
vince ought to refuse any further aid to 
raihvnys,aud .siniidy giant charters; but if 
after we have granted a charter, and the 
grantees have expended their millions in 
good faith, we are going to establish the 
preceileiif which the Bennett Lake rail- 
way will seek to set up, we may as well 
ring down the curtain on railway con- 
struction for all time to coriio under pro- 
viui-i;il legi^laliiin. 

We ihiiik [he leg!,-liiture will <lo well lo 
pause befiire granting the iiromoters of 
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the Bennett Lake railway what they ask 

for. It the nei\- line would open any 
portion of Canadian territory that will 
not he better served by the line now un- 
der construction there might be some- 
thing to be said in its fav'or. But it will 
not do so. Virtually the termini of both 
lines are the sami? and virtually they are 
both on the same roadbetl. after Canadian 
territory has ? beeii •;rett«?hed,j except, of 
course, where the lakes are "utilized. The 
persons who are seeking the new charter 
are well known. They are enterprising ami 
aggressive iu a busiaess way, but they are 
not'finnneiaily able to copgtMWt. the- pro- 
posed railway. If they obtain their char- 
ter they must find some one to take it off 
their hauils. Tlie;,^ do not even know 
that they have a scheme that any capi- 
talist will touch. They cannot' possibly 
kno\\ it until they have had their pro- 
posed line surveyed. If a charter is 
granted to tiiem, it may remain a dead 
letter, and its only effect may be to em- 
barrass the i)ioneers in this northern 
held and make their road cost tliem very 
much more than it otherwise would. Sure- 
ly when men come into our province and 
invest their money in good faith, the leg- 
islature will not strike them a blow with 
legislation that is so hostile as that pro- 
iftwed. When the first line is completed, 
if anyone thinks it worth ivlillc to conic 
in with a rival scheme, we will have 
nothing to say, but (or the present those 
who obtained a charter in good fjiit^i and 
have spent millions under it ought to be 
entitled to what protection the legisla- 
ture can give them, luitil they have had a 
reasonable opportunity to complete what 
they have undertaken to do, and to 
deinoustrate whether a secpnd and close- 
ly parallel line is needed in the public in- 
terest.

Besides correctins the glaring mistiikes 
in the liquor lictuish legislation of last 
session, cnncellfng the bond and special 
fee retiiiirements, etc.— which is the chief 
purpose of its existence— the bill for the 
amendnient of the license law which was 
brought in yesterday by the Attorney- 
fJeneral suggests a iiunilier of new and 
radical changes in the law. 

Fur exiiiri|)le it rontains one section 
that is designed to protect the provincial 
whob'saler against the "drummer" who 
sells direct to the retail traders; re- 
(juiring that this class of commercial 
traveller must, before soliciting or ac- 
cepting orders, secure a license issuable 
by the superintendent of police, anil 
costing IJUOO per aniiuni, transfers from 
one individual to another representing 
tli(> sanii> linn being obtainable at any 
time on payment of a $5 fee. 

Another of the new provisions is in- 
tended to facilitate prosecutidns for il- 
legal tralDcing in liquors, and reads ns 
follows: 

70. In nny prosecution under this act 
for tbe sale or other disposal of liquor 
without the license required by law, it 
shall not bo necessary that any witness 
hould depose to the precise description 
of tbe liipior sold or bartered or the pre- 
cise consideration received therefor. 
The magistrate trying tbe case shall be 
at liberty to infer that the liquor is in- 
toxicating from the fact that a witness 
describes it by a name which is coin- 
luonly :;pl>lied to an intoxicating liquor." 

With ri'spoct to steamer licenses, too, 
a cliange is made, section 07 of tbe old 
act being rejiealed and the following 
substituted: 

Special licenses may lu^ granted 
by the superiiitenileiit of jiolice to any 
[lersiin for the sale of liquor on any 
steamer. Such licenses shall aniliornie 
the sale of lii|uor on such steamer only 
to the passengers :ind crew of said 
steamer, aiid to said passengers and 
crew only when the steamer in not in 
nny iiort. The fee for such license shall 
be at tbe rate of ,'j;U)0 pi'r annum, but 
such license may be issued for six 
months, and shall exjiire on ihe DOth day 
of .Tune or the .31st day of December." 

There are several other features in tlio 
new bill that nre worthy of attention, 
hut tlu^se are its most striking character- 
istics.

'*2. Section of chapter 32 of the 
Revised Statutes of ISilT, being the Bills 
of Sale Act, iis enacted by section 2 of 
idiiipler 7 of the Statutes of ]80f), is 
hereby amended b.v striking out the lirst 
four lines llioreof, and by substituting 
therefor the following: Every bill ( f 
sale of propert.v situate in the counties 
of Yictoria. Nanaiino, Westminster, 
Yale. Kooteiiay and in the territor.v 
forming the county of Vancouver, before 
the passing of chapter 17 of the Statutes 
of ISOl'i. shall, within :i period of eight 
dnys after the making thereof, lie regis- 
tered by filing such bill of sale, togetlier 
with the allidavit, iirovided by section (! 
of this act, in the ofllee of the registrar 
of Ihe county court, .as hereinafter pro- 
viiled: and every bill of sale of property 
situate in tbe county of (^"ariboo and in 
that iiortion of the county of ^^lneouver 
added to said count.v by said chapter 17 
of the Statutes of 1S90. shall, within a 
period of fourteen <lnys after the mak- 
ing thereof, he registered by filing such 
bill of sale, together with the nllidavit 
provided by Acction 6 of this net, in the 
olilce of the county court, as hereinafter 
provided."

In the case of Victoria West 
the principal's programme Embraces sub- 
stantially tbe work' done in Divisions I 
and II in other schools; and similarly 
the second teacher does the work of 
Divisions III and IV. The considerable 
dinferences in the salaries of all except 
lirst divisions are not to be understood us 
indicating differences in severity of 
w ork, in responsibility carried or in etU- 
l ieiicy. Tliey are due to a variety of 
circumstaiici's connected with the orig- 
in.'il iippoiiitiiieiit and subsciiueJit trans- 
ferences of the teachers. If it were not 
for these inherited inequalities there is 
110 reason, except that of sujierior ex- 
cellence, why a second division teacher 
should receive more than a third or 
fourth — at least that is the idea em- 
bodied in tlie regulations of tlio board, 
which Trustee Mrs. Grant wishes to 
have suspended. The board some years 
ago discarded the idea that salaries 
shouhl be arranged in the descending 
order of the divisions. Why the motion 
does not contemplate removing all in- 
ciiualities, or of removing the greater 
ones that appear in the third and fourth 
columns of the foregoing table, there is 
no intimation.

Just" one hour 'and twenty minutes was 

the duration oi! the legislature's sitting 
yesterday, virtuiUly nil uiemsuros oil the 
orders that are cislculated to provoke de- 
bate—and more particularly the govern- 
ment's Coal Mines Hcguiation hill— being 
unceremoniously "stood over." Mr. 
Helmcken did re-iutroduco tile -disallowed 
Tramway Incorporation Act of 1898, ox- 
actly as it left the prorlnisial legtelature 
and met its fate at the hands of the Do- 
minion— discliiimiii!;, however, any inten- 
tion of Hying in the face of the authori- 
ties, and ui'King tlio importauce of the 
legialatlon (whieli is primarily to permit 
mining coiupanieti to make protitable con- 
nections with 'near niihvays), irrespec- 
tive of the anti-Asiatic clause upon 
which it was denied the federal sanc- 
tion. The Chine.se-Japanepc clause Mr. 
llelincken dechucd to have heen nsain 
brouKht forwar<l so that its disallowance 
might bo properly debated by its authors, 
and alfio so that the hill might appear 
exactly as it had previously passed. Con- 
sideration of the principle of the bill was 
adjourned on the motion of the Premier. 

The business of the "shortest <hty thifi 
session" included the passage of several 
minor government measures through 
their secoiul readings, and the introduc- 
tion of the bills amending the Bills of 
Sale Act, Liquor Licenses Act, Com- 
panies Act, and Department of Mines 
Act. During the day monster petitions 
■were received by Hon. Jlr. Hume (from 
Neteon) and by Mr. J. JI. Martiu (from 
Rossland) protesting against the repeal 
of the (so-called) eight-hour law; while 
Hon. Mr. Hume also received a strongly 
patriotic petition from thirty picked men 
of Yiuir, headed by provincial constable 
"W .C. Forrester, who ask to be sent to 
South Africa with Uritish Columbians 
mounted contingent, to share in Britain'; 
wedded dangers and glories. 

Captain Forrester describes his com 
pany as "every one fair riders, cracl' 
shots and thoroughly used to the- hills"; 
-while the ages of the individual volun- 
teers are found to vary from twenty 
years (the youngster being editor G. K. 
Clark, of the Yniir Miner,) to i'S years. 
The average of height is ,'5 feet !) inches, 
and of chest measurement liO.l! inches; 
the giant of the company is L. A. Bailey, 
who stands (» feet, o'^. inches, weighs 240 
pounds, and has a cliest meufiurcmunt of 
inches. 

Strange as it may seem. Premier Sem- 
Jine has even yet received no formal ac- 
ceptance from Ottawa of the provincial 
offer, although it was to be read between 
the lines of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's last 
communication laid before the house that 
the British Columbia mounted scouts 
would be' gladly taken as soon as the 
transportation problem coidd be solved.

])rove(l and the rules complied with in the 
petitions of the Fast Kootenay Tele- 
phone Company, Vancouver and Lulu 
island railway company, Vancouver & 
Woutern railwaj- company. North Koote- 
miy Water & Power Company, Ucek Bay 
& Salmon Itiver railway company, Che- 
mainus & North Western railway com- 
pany, and Kitlmaat-Caledonian Com- 
pany. 

A third report from tlie same commit- 
tee reconinienilcd that the time limited 
for the reception of private bills be ex- 
tended for ten days from the 25th of 
January instant.

Mr. Helmcken asked the Premier: "1. 
At what date was the communication le- 
ferred to in the report of the Alinistor of 
Justice (contained in the return relatini; 
to the acts past=ed by the legislature dur- 
ing the session of IS'Mj on chapter 00, 
An Act to amend the Placer Mining Act, 
received? 2. What reply (if any) wu" 
made to the recommendation therein con- 
tained V ;!. When was such despatch for- 
warded?" 

Hon. Mr. Seinlin replied: "1. The l:2lh 
May, IS'M. 2. A cojiy of the reply will 
be turnished as soou as it is prepared. 3. 
The 7th June, 1800." 

BAaDBNCE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Ilendei-son, in moving the 
second reading of a bill to amend the Evi- 
dence Act, brielly explained tlie scuiju of 
the desired legislation, which was in ef- 
fect to make the provincial statute cor- 
respond to the Dominiou law of evidence. 
At prcBcnt the effect of the section per- 
mitting u witness to decline to answer 
(luestious on the ground of possible self- 
incrimination, was that a witness to he 
excused was not required to state the 
grounds of bis objection. 

Mr. McPbiilips pointed out that there 
were several other matters in counec- 
tiou with the law of evidence that might 
very well be dealt with at the time this 
chaugi! was receiving consideration. Eor 
example, the Attorney-General should 
take into consideration the desirability of 
providing that communications between 
husband and wife should be regarded as 
priviiiged; that corroborations of testi- 
mony clioujd uuL ill ucrtran casen bo de- 
manded in actions against tlie legal repre- 
sentatives of deceased persons; or in ac- 
tions against persons of unsound mind or 
inmates of hospitals for llu' iusane — all 
such matters being duly provideil for in 
the Ontario statuti'. 

Hon. -Mr. Henderson remarked that the 
migge.slious of the junior mi^mber for 
Victoria appeared to be desi'rving of 
i.';u-efuJ consideration, which wimUl he 
hupeil be accurded them when the bill 
reached the committee stiige. 

The second reading was ordered. 

COUNTY COUKT VACATION. 

With respect to the bill for the amend- 
ment of the County Court Act — second 
reading of which was moved— the Attor- 
ney-General explained that it was •merely 
contemplated to provide 'for an annual 
vacation in these courts during the month 
of July, the holidays harias herctofor" 
been taken by informal arrangement 
among the judges. Last year nothing had 
been done at all, and the anomaly was 
presented of the registrars technically en- 
joying the vacations an provided for them 
under the Supreme Court machinery, but, 
nevertheless, compelled to remain iu tlieir 
ollices owing to there being no vacation 
declared in the county courts — so that 
their vacation was in the nature of a 
Barmecidal feast. 

Thi» second reading was agreed to. 

MORTGAGES AND DEBENTURES. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson in moving the sec 
oud reading of bill No. H (to amend the 
Companies' Act) explained that under 
the cvisting laM- it was provided that 
mortgages upon dehenturi's should he 
gistered in the olliee uf the provincial 
secri-tary, ■which w:is not the place that 
anyone interested would naturally apply 
to eearch the records. Other similar 
documents were always registered at the 
land registry olllce, and he thou,, 
the same should apply to registration of 
mortgages upon debentures. 

Mr. Pooley did not regard the proposed 
change as desirable, and explained the 
reason for it having heen provided that 
mortgages upon debentures should not he 
registered in the hind registry olllce, 
bu in the ofllcc of the provincial secre- 
tary — this being chiefly to avoid onerous 
and unnecessary e-xpeuse to the interest 
ed company. He maintained that equal 
pnblicily was secured under the law a 
apiicarud ou the statute hook as would 
be given b.v the suggested ameudmi^t— 
and hoped tliat the Attoruey-Gonora' 
would upon consideration see the wis- 
doni of \vithilrawing the bill. 

the senior member for Es(iuimalt, 

Hon. Mr. Cotton moved the adjourn- 
ment of tho debale in order that the 
.Vttorney-Ceneral might give serious 
consideration to the objections raised. 
The government hail no desire to in- 
crease the tinancial obligatioil upon the 
companies interested.

If the bill now brought before 
the house became law, it would not only 
improve the machinery for the enforce- 
ment of the existent law, but greatly 
Htiinulatc and strengtl(<>n, .the important 
industry of tannihii^ri wplcW.!fi9« believed 
had been alreaay;^c8t'nBIIstied: -in Vic- 
toria— whilci delaying 'for ' an Islcreascd 
number of years tlicj.oxteminatlon of 
the. gnmo of tbe province.'. < 



Mr. Clifford inquired it this act, as it 
w'as proposed to' amend " it. ■ moultl not 
luterforo with the esportntion of seal- 
skins in the salted state — one of the most 
inijwrtiint industries of the proviuce. 

He Was nssuivd that this would not 
Ik! tho result, Jis the conditions and pro- 
tection of tho act applied only to such 
animals jmd birds as wvro specilically 
named — seals not being included. 

Mr. McPhillips thought that tho bur- 
den of proof should be placed upon the 
person fouixl in possession of skins for 
illegal exportation, as otherwise the in- 
tention of the :ict would be frequently 
evaded. 

Mr. llolnicken unpportcxl the bill, 
which he was pleawd to see had tho eu- 
dorsation of Mr. E'annin, the curator o' 
tho provincial museum. At the same 
time he pointed ont that there was little 
advantage in perfecting.: tlie game .law, 
it the goveriimeti^ -^vere ,not prepared to 
see to its. tnfibirce'mcrit.'v''It'''w«8 :not' 
very satisfactory ,t6 the friends of the 
game birds and animals of 'British" Col- 
umbia to find that when ' flagrant ' viola- 
tions of the law had been properly pun- 
ished, the Kovcrninont would step in and 
remit the fine, thereby virtually express- 
ing sympathy with the wrong-doer. 

^Major-General Kinchant hoped to see 
some mensuro of protection adopted for 
the beaver, and more especially for the 
youHK of that animal, which were now 
being indiscriminately slaughtered. 

Jlr. Tumor inipiired if duo measures 
had been taken in the act to enable 
sportsmen visiting the province — a class 
particularly welcome — to take home with 
them their trophies. 

Mr. Eborts replied that tho license 
which iiuch sportsmen were required by 
law to secure fully covered the privilege 
referred to. 

Tills reference brought Mr. Prentice 
to his feet with a declaration that the 
license clause in the act was virtually n 
dead letter. The visiting sportsmen 
were not compelled to take out licenses; 
the license fees were but verj- infn^ 
(luently collected; instead of killing five 
mountain sheep they often killed fifteen. 
Such a section in the law he regarded 
as farcical unless the government took 
some measnrcs to enforce it. 

The second reading carried. 

MUNICIPALITIES BILL. 

The bill to amend the Munieipnlities 
Act (Hon. Mr. Henderson) \vas ex- 
plained ns for the purpose of correcting 
a wroiiE numbering — a purely clerical 
correction. 

Tho KPCond reading carried. 

AO niaULTURAL REPORTS. 

Second reading was also taken with- 
out dohiite or opposition on bill No. 11 
(to nniend the Farniei-s' Institutes and 
Co-operation Act), 

Hon. Jlr. Cotton explaining tliiit its 
entire scope and purpose was that re- 
ports should be made to the department 
of agriculture instead of to tho I'rovin- 
cial Secretary. 

NOTAUIES PUBLIC. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson moved the second 
reading of the bill respecting notaries 
public, explaining that tho intention of 
the measure was to make the jurisdic- 
tion of notaries public hereafter ap- 
pointed general throughout the province, 
instead of restricted to particular sec- 
tions. 

" This will not nfTect appointments al- 
ready jnadoV" in(iuired Mr. A. W.

Boer War Another Example of British 
;' Influence in the March of. 
Civilization. 

recent Dumber of the Itlvorslde, Cul., 
Katerprlse, nwoUcd by Supt. Ilussey, con- 
tains an Interesting article by a friend of 
hJs, Capt. \V. J. Mclntyre, on "England 
and the Boer War." The author, says the 
Knterprlse, "Is a thorough American. Ue 
WHS au oflicer In the Uulted States army 
sorveil hia country thruughout the Civil 
wur. This gives the article particular force 
and makes Impossible the charge of preju- 
dice." The article Is ns follows: 

The, conflict now raging In the Transvaal 
wlU "doUbtIeSB"aettIe for many years the 
question of .; the, suprema^ ,of . the British 
or 'Dutch;r!Ble In.Sottth Africa,,', Looking nt 
the couttst ftom!tbls dlstauce-^ut of the 
domain of ' passion or prejudice,'^ and siiftl- 
clent time having elapsed to pass- judgment 
upon the causes that provoked the conillct, 
we can take a calm and dispassionate view 
fcf the sItuaUou, and place our sympathies 
In line with the best results to the world 
ihr.t must follow the victors In this war. 

The question Is not whether a hardy popu- 
lation of farmers are battl'.ug for Indeceud- 
ence and entitled to republican sympathy, 
or whether on tho part of the British Is 
waged a war for conquest or acquisition of 
territory. It Is one of deeper, broader slg- 
niacance, aud more far-reaching In Its ultl- 
nitttft results. The Dutch republic is not 
without Its sympathizers In America. The 
title of the form Of Its government would 
naturally awaken a certain amount of 
frIcDdllness, In the absence of a knowledge 
of the causes that made war necessary. A 
republic Is not always a synonym of free 
InstliutloiiM, liberty of consclence,_ protec- 
tion tor life aiul property, and equal rights 
for all men before the law. The Boer gov- 
eriiiiK'iit, Is, it is true, a republic la name, 
but not 111 sph-lt. So Is llaytl, Venezuela, 
Guatoamlii, Clilll luul other South Auiericaii 
republics. Docs anyone contend that any 
of these countries have given to the world 
the best oxamides of what we undi rstaml 
by a republican form of govcrnraentV 1« It 
not a fact that the Insecurity of life, the 
absence of adequate protection for proper 
ty, and the Instability of these so-called 
republics have seriously deterred their 
Intcrnnl development? .Whatever progress 
they have made has been by the Introduc- 
tion of foreign methods, with nnropenu or 
American capital. The same Is equally true 
of the Dutch Republics lu South America. 
An empire In area, but dwarfed In develop- 
ment by tho application of Bl.xteentli cen- 
tury Ideas. The vitalizing Influences of 
I'higlUli brains and English capital have 
awakened the Transvaal from the lllp Van 
Winkle sleep of a century. Stagnation aad 
Isolation, coupled with a spirit of hostlllt.v 
against the IJltlander and his methods, are 
some of the chiiracterlstlcfl of Dutch civili- 
zation. The Britain, with his Anglo-Saxon 
enterprise and progressive Ideas, has been 
met nt the borders with coldness and sus- 
picion. When be enters the country, opens 
mines, buUdg raUi;(md> and expends mil 
lions, the dawn, of a new era breaks npion 
the couatry, yfbat Is" his encouragement" 
What does he iueet? 

1. An open and avowed hostility to every 
thing Rngllsh. 

2. The practical dlsfranchlsoment 
British subjects by the enactment of laws 
that make It almost Impossible during life 
to acquire the rights of cltlzons In common 
with the nallvcH of the country. 

;5. Legislative Intolerance, aud the enact 
meat of hnvK that burden English capital 
with onerous taxation withoat reciprocal or 
corresponding benefits. 

■I. A refusiii of the Uoers to meet or treat 
with the British government on the lines of 
justice or comity. 

fj. The denial of. the liberty of action In 
private and coi'noratlve enterprises, that 
both England a adrt'hc. United states accord 
to all their cltlzejlh; ';. 

These and mnn^' other petty nnnoynnces 
exasperated the British government and Its 
ultlnmtuin was met by tho Insolent counter 
demand of Krngor, who had boon preparing 
for war and whose forces were en route to 
the frontier when his ultimatum reached 
England, eontldent that the English woiild 
not listen to i)roposals that were not only 
humiliating, but the acceptance of whieli 
would be galling to tho British pride and a 
meniice to her South African colonies. 
Compelled by unjust and discflnilnnting 
laws to bear the burden and support of a 
government that denies him the fniiichise 
and legislative and offlclal representation, 
and but meagre protection, the Britain was 
eomi)clled to act. How long would the 
United States submit to such conditions or 
diKcrlialnatloD against any of Its citizens In 
ihe Kovereign States of the Union? 

The prompt action of congrcHS In deolar 
Ing war against Spain Illustrates' tho tem- 
per of our own people when confront 
with similar conditions, and questions I 
volvlng political and private rights. 

The question was, therefore, left to the 
arbitration of the sword. Just what lb 
Hoer wanted, what he bad expected— "what 
he luul prepared for. War was the only al- 
ternnllve, and that England did not expect 
It, Is inanlfest from the fact that she was 
not prepared for It. The aid of diplomacy 
was sought to avert a conflict that from the 
lioor standpoint was Inevitable from the 
outset. England retrogrades, and fears no 
foe. A handful of her troops who dared to 
beard the Oossjick In his dcu were not to 
shrink from a contest with the Dutch l:i 
South Africa. 

The true order of national dev.elopmcnt 
In representative governpient Is: 

1. To convert the natural llbertloB of man 
Into clearly doQned political rights. 

2. To guarantee the security of those 
rights by the establishment of forces cap- 
able of maintaining them. 

Tills Is the law of progress, and It the 
Boer bad f<illoweiI mid Introduced that vita! 
prliicipli.' Into Ills government, Instead of 
his land being desolated by war, the temple 
of .lanus would be closed la South Africa 
and iieaee— a glorious peace— would spread 
her mantle over the country. Hut the uu- 
slientlied sword has righted many a wrong 
and si'cured many a peace. 1 nsrnitalilc 11s 
It may seem, from out of the crulclble of 
war and human suffering, great nations 
have been bom and civilization, has made 
rapid strides, nut We are digressing, not 
to Indulge In ph.Iosophlcal reveries, but to 
deal with the facts. 

The mnnnce of on American fleet In Japan 
opened the doors of that country to the 
c-omuierce of she world, and Insured pro- 
tection to .\nierlean life and projierty. We 
forced an entrance Into tb.at empire. Open 
the gates or we will batter then; down with 
our guns was the ultimatum of I'eriy. 
This WHS not an act approaching conquest, 
or military aggression, but a demand for 
fair play In the commerce of the world. 
This Is all that England asked for In the 
Triinsvaiil— equal rlgbts. political' equality, 
inid a removal of unjust discrimination 
against EiiglUh products. 

In their extremity, when their very exist- 
ence ns a nation was threatened' by savage 
hordes, the Itocr did not Implore the pro- 
tection of Englnpd In valh.^ '■ Tho Transvaal 
echoed with the tread 'Of, British legions. 

The savage wns drlven' liac|t''andithe so- 
called rcpubllcewns'.B<ived from , utter' ex- 
tinction. England vimposed' no:\h'ur,«h con- 
ditions as n reword fon the' succor exteiideil 
to tho Boer when his country was In peril. 

The position taken hy England wa>-, aatiir- 
iil, and while It served as a menace to the 
savage, It also secured protection to the 
Uoers from future liivasluiis by tlii> native 
trIlicH, Majiiba Hill was tho Boer grati- 
tude for the .-(acrlflce of Engli.ih blood and 
treasure. British bayonets drove the sav- 
ages back foot by foot Into the forest. .'The 
days and nights of the Boer lUled with 
fear and dread of mnssucre were no more. 
The Dutch tilled thler lands In poa?e, 
thanks to the toll, the suffering and vlc- 



torlea^OfJs^tBBJ^gniStjrAttglO'Buton'-naUon. 
What fQllo^ved? Majuba Hill, and the en- 
actment of laws that were tantamonnt to 
conflscatlon of capital and the 'spoliation of 
British citizen. It was Eot only time for 
England to murmur, but to act. 

The motives aud lutluencca that hpve gov- 
erned the conduct of the Amutlcuu people 
have come from England.

It 
is not too great a dream or too wild a fancy, 
that In a future not very remote, all the 
peoples who speak the English tongue will, 
be united In one great Anglo-Sa»>n; confed- 
eracy, In which England and the United 
States may be sister states, whose capitals 
shall be London aud Washington. Such has 
been the dream of tho poot. Why not tho 
aim of the statesman? The absorption of 
Culm, Porto Rico and the rblllpplnes by 
the United States Is In line of manifest 
destiny; a blessing to the people of the 
countrks, a guaranice for peace and a se- 
curity of life and property. Look at the 
colonies taut England has planted, encirc- 
ling the globe. Canada, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia furnish examples of wonderful de- 
velopment, steady progression and dccp- 
Bcnted loyalty for the mother country.. In 
her revetaeB, Bagland . has the loyal support 
of her colonies-^' loyalty that Increases 
with -the "years.- A nation that maintains 
such a hold upon the affections of her peo- 
ple must posscB,s a genius for good govern- 
ment. 

The war and pllage of centuries disap- 
peared In the union with England. Her 
armies brought peace to distracted Egypt, 
and she maintains It to-day only b.v tlii.> 
presence of her fleet and armies. Notwith- 
standing the warnings of Eiaiice aad the 
growl of tho JIuscovlte, she pi.'iietrated tho 
Soudan, destroyed In a pitched battle the 
fanatical warriors of the Kliallf, and se- 
cured a peace of lasting henellt to the 
couatry. And she does all these things un- 
aided und alone, and If she Is a gainer, so 
iH the world and civilization. 

In addition to the results that will flow 
from the war In the Transvaal, there is 
BomethiBS greater than the mere taking of 
I'retoria or Johannesburg, and more bened- 
clal to the Etagllsb nation, and thnt Is the 
grand spirit of devotion engendered In the 
people to their country, producing n corres- 
ponding elevation of the nntloonl character, 
that has been so conspicuous upon many 
fields. 

England's enemies arc rejoleliig at her 
present dbcomllture, but trluinpli Is certain. 
Those of ber cneiiiles who see In a few 
potty reverses signs of national decadence 
have but little knowledge of this great na- 
tion or of the English character. The de- 
struction of the British Empire would be 
the greatest calamity the world has ever 
seen; find if tliat Should ever come to pass, 
lot clvlilzntloa put on mourning. . Baglaud 
Is not perfect. Our own country Is not free 
from criticism, but nowhere do wo fliul 
greater or better Illustrations of the law of 
progress than the history of England and 
her colonies affords. The humanity and In- 
telligence of the Anglo-Saxon has roucbed 
a point In the civilization of the world to 
be Incapnble of oppression or wrong. Eng- 
land win discover from her temporary re- 
verses In the Transvaal, and if her Hag 
floats over all of South Africa, It Is iniini- 
fest destiny, better for civilization, nn well 
as for tho Boer; bettering Ids condition, se- 
curing to blm protection from the enemies 
within ns well as without his borders. The 
light of the civilization of the Anglo-Saxon 
win Illuminate the darkness of Africa, and 
we must aid her, if not with our fleets and 
armies, at least with our. sympathy and 
good, wishes. The benighted, unprogres- 
sive and fanatical Boer is "not one of ns," 
and we as Americans should remember the 
nation whose fleet lliiod up with Dewey at 
Manila as a friend, and, <f the emergency 
demanded, as an ally.

THE SCIENCE OP AVAK. 

Its MarvcUons Development in Recent 
Years— Terrible Weapons of 
Modern Armies. 

Among the many Inventions of moaorn 
science. It appears' now that those con- 
cerning the' wciapons of warfare are most 
important. 

A retrospect of the advances made along 
this lino reveals the fact that genius has 
almost l)ccn playing Inivoc with the good- 
naturednesa of mankind, for as soon as a 
(leadl.v weapon of destruction lias lieen In- 
vented, more than etpial moans of defense 
are In-ought forward as an offset. The 
scllish hope thai: one nation In the clrcuiu- 
stanee of war might find Itself heller armeil 
than another has heen the only spur lo ac- 
tivities such as have perfected the modern 
arms and armaments of civilization. 

Prnsslii, who adopted tlie needle gun 
sioretly, in l;er trmililrs with I)eiiiiiarl: and 
Austria alieut ISHM, wiis the only nation of 
the century who realized her selfish hope. 

The percussion cap and nipple were flrst 
used' by France, Instead of the old flint 
lock. Firearms were, commonly made In 
1S20 with a nipple, but the rifling prin- 
ciple was not adopted till near IMO. About 
the first successful bi-ceehlonder was In- 
vented by Samuel Colt In 18315, when he 
securpfi patents on hl.s revolver. Colt's 
revolver was adopted by the United Slates 
nriny about 184,') just about the time breech 
loaders were being generally taken up hy 
civilized governments. 

Between LS-'O and ISOO very many breeeh- 
londers were Invented, niid the magazine 
principle was adopted In many, but was 
very cumbersome. Many good ritlos were 
Invented during the civil war In the United 
States, but did not displace nnizzle loaders 
at the time. The Spencer and Sharp's 
rifles, constructed on the magazine prin- 
ciple, were much used, and since then, 
breechloading rifles ha>e been made very 
nearly perfect. 

A great change In the use of arms Tvas 
brought about when Oermanr, In 1885, 
adopted the Mauser rifle. The following 
Incident will explain its use: 

"A British soldier. In South Africa, re- 
ceived three Mauser buIIetB In his left log, 
hut was quite unconclouH of the fai.t un- 
til loss of blood forced him to lag behind, 
when ho became aware that ho had been 
wounded. Jfausor bullets, having a very 
high velocity, go through a man's body like' 
a rapier thrust." 

It was considered that the TJnIted States 
had given up the Sprliigtleld rifle In isr).'> 
for the Krag-.TorgcnHOu, but this weapon 
was chledy useil in the late Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. In enniparison with the Mauser, 
charged with snKdieiess powder, the Sprlng- 
fleld is a very Inferior rifle. 

The bayonet Is hardly of the same Im- 
portance since the iiilrnductlon of the mag- 
azine rifle, for the ilrlng range has been 
Increased so as to make a bayonet charge 
In many cases. Impracticable. 

The magazine gun, however, was only a 
stepping stone to more wonderful Inven- 
tions. AH the horrors of modern warfare 
were flrst realized by the Invention of the- 
machine gim In Ilelglum. Prussia was the 
first unlucky victim, In 1870, when the 
mitrailleuse was adopted by Franco. Then 
about 1871, came the Galling gun, perfect- 
ed In America, 'Which was considered to 
he the most iierfect weaiion of Us Kind. 
Soon after Maxim produced lil^i aiai-hliie 
gun, with which ion- man couid lire l,2(Ki 
shots a m;.-;"te. 'i'lie -Maxim gun has only 
iini' barrel, and is iicit innch heavier than an 
,a-(lln;a-y imiskrt, lliiis din'erlng from the 
Ontllng gun ami mitrailleuse. 

AVheii steam :!i;pcrse(lcd nails In the ninn- 
oeuverliig of vi-ss.-ls of war, It became 
necessary to protect the aiaclilnery by 
armor plate. This bus done much for 
modern guns and high explosives, and there 
has been a competition of Inventive genius 
between -the gun maker and the armor 
plater. 

As soon ns a shell-proof armor lias bi-en 
rnadc. a gun has boon constructed to pierce 
It. Wille a man-of-war of tlio lust cen- 
tury might keep afloat nllhongh pierced 
by many shots, one chance good shot iii.iy 
send the modern flghtlng machine to the 
bottom of the sen. 

As soon as Ilarveylzcd plates wore used, 
and Increased lighting range, the lilg guns 
began to dev(di)i>, until now It Is CDmiiK.n 
lo get a hundred-ton gun throwing a 2,000 
pound shell from 1,000 pounds of iiowder. 
The modern battle slil|i lo(>I;s more like a 
niaidilnc shop than anything: else. on 
ncconul of these weaprins, lOiigluecriug 
skill win he of most value In future naval 
battles, and the rnngcnnder has come, along 
with smokeless' powder. 

The manoenverln& ol vessels will also be 
Important, because the modem battleship 
would otherwise stand a small chance 
against modern gunnery. The modern 
big gun Is. forged from a single block of 
crucible cast steel, and Its steel missiles are 
shot almost In a straight line. The Im- 
pact of oho of these ngnlnst the nickle 
steel plates often fuses the point of the 
missile with the plate. This has :becn , ac- 
tually brought about by rlfllng:''the- guns 
and using nitro-powder. 

Perhaps . the^ most popular offensive 
ngeney.of war Is the drpailed torpeilo. Not- 
withstanding Its alleged utility, nothing 
really Imiiortant has yet been accomplished 
with It. Its growth has been slow, that of 
the self-prop(>lling Whitehead pattern being 
niipareutly the limit It can reiich.'_ The ob- 
ject in liivcnilni; the torpedo-bna't was to 
have a war vessi'l that could hurry within 
range of the fleet and disebarge Us inlssllcs 
under_ water at the hulks f)f the battle 
ships," rtut even nndei- cover of dnrknr sa 
the dabger from the quick-flring mans was 
great enough to make It of small service. 
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Then it was rendered . more useless by the 
electric searchlights ahd torpedo nettings; 

The Whitehead torpedo Is- qultC'/Compll- 
cated. It Is twelve feet long, eighteen 
Inches In diameter, and is self-propelling 
by means of compressed air. Between 200 
and 500 pounds of wet gunootton are used 
as the explosive, and the missile la dis- 
charged from a submerced tube. This 
missile continues Us course by means of 
double propellers, driven by compressed 
air, and when It strikes an object, a piston 
strikes a fulminating cap and eiplodes 
the wet gun-cotton. 

The world hns not yet ceased to regard 
the 100 ton guns and i:! Inch shells of the 
modern fleet with wonder, but even these 
win have to be outdone. This is necessi- 
tated by the use ot electricity In torpedoes 
of defense. On account of their use, It 
Is Impossible to reach fortlflcntlons with 
moderate-range guns, and the assailant 
hii^4 more dread of the burled .mines la the 
water than dozens of steel-clad vessels. It 
needs only the pressure of an electric but- 
ton to explode one of these mines and blow 
a ship to . atoms, . ■ •. ' . ■ 

The snbmaHne iboat •fltted^ wUh-torpedo 
tubes promlses.-to' be ot great value In 
future naval wiirfarc, and one- of these has 
been coastructed capable of being pro- 
pelled at a depth of 50 to 100 feet. Nothing 
abs yet been Invented to meet this danger, 
as the boat cim be kept submerged f(ir 
several hours. 

The student of warfare can only And one 
hope In the horizon fur universal peace, 
lie can see that the day may come when 
the expense of carrying on a campaign 
will be too great for the nations of the 
■,\oi-ld. It will not be on account ot the 
horror of war created hy the use of lyd- 
dite or dum-duni bullets, nor will It be on 
acconiit of the use of smokeless powder 
and the Mauser two-mile range rifle. 

War Is bocoinlug more costly each year, 
and one shot from a 13 Inch gun costs sev- 
eral hundred dollars. Notwithstanding the 
terrible weapons for warfare. It is claimed 
that more lives were lost In a Imiid to-band 
struggle at the beginning of ibis century 
Hum 111 the battle formation of to-day, 

(In the otluT band, iiriiis ami amimuil- 
lion cost more now than they ever did, am! 
when they shall cost so much as to make 
war a great financial bUiucU r, iieace may 
be hoped for throughout the world.

The folloiving correspondence between 
Mr. Sorby nnd Sir Loui.s Davies was 
then read: 

Victoria, B.C., 29th Dec, LSI),'). 
The Honorable Sir tiouls H. Davies, M.P., 
Minister of Marine and FlsUerlesi, Ot- 
tawa: 

My dear Sir Louis: I am greatly obliged 
by the frank stutements lu your letter of 
the 20th December, and It l venture to ask 
your careful ctmslderntlou of the following 
simple facts of the case, I do so with 
every deference, relying «ii the merits of 
the <raB0 as my best ailvocate. 

TOieu the commlssloncirs of Montreal har- 
bor started tlielr works of linproviuuont 
itkey jposscssed no esUitx^, and had no v-jlld 
security to offer, and, therefore, apdeared 
before the money nuiTket uiMler the most 
disadvantageous clrcamstiinces, and oonse- 
(pinctty had to.'pa^i slx.'aud .a >half .and 
sevpu per ccnt,'<)abercBt.' ;All.. the money 
thus obtained was ospcnUcd on 'works of 
ipublic utility, creating and bulldlug up an 
estate which ulttmately . vnabled them to 
reduce by consolUatlon 'tills 'rate of Inter 
est to 4 per cent., and Un 1807, and by dl- 
nwt aid from yonr -goviirnment, to JlVi per 
cent.— and by a still further advance of 
«i\vo mlUlou aoRnrs, under the act of 1808, 
ao 3 i)or cent. 

It Is M fundanientfll pinclpic of all un- 
'dertaklngs carried on with borrowed cap! 
tnl that the flied thnrgcs should be kept 
down to 'the lowest rpo.sslble Ugure. Con 
■Blder for one moment the millions that 
have been ^Slverted and sent out Of the 
country In oxccsslve Interest; millions that 
should have been retained here and ex 
■pendcd In reproductive works of public 
utility. The loss to the country Is Incal 
culablc, bnt la that case could only have 
been partially avoided. It Is Impossible 
to over <9Btimate the 'advantages that your 
government has coiifcrred upon the publl 
works of Xjanada by their enlightened and 
liberal policy of financial aid. 

Now, sir, we seek to be guided 'by the 
experience of Montreal. The harbor com 
mlssloners of Victoria will start with o 
well Improved real estate, and with an es 
•tnbllshrd trade, : in a part of the country 
yet In Its Infancy, nnd with the vast com- 
merce of the Orient approaching our 
doors. Our position Is this: 

1. Before any work can be attempted, 
the harbor cominlsslonors would have 
acquire and control all water rights with- 
in the limits of the port of Victoria. 

2. The whole of the properties abuttin 
on the Imrbor, including all their rights 
and landing dues, can be purchased for 
about ■52,10a,000. 

3. Of these there are 08 properties abut 
ting on the harbor, TO of which are Im 
proved, occupied, mercantile properties. 
These occupied properties yield at present 
rental of nbout $78,124, ard^arcjlable to 
numlclal ta.xes of about $1.1,024,''tO 'which 
we may add about l.T per cent, for .contln 
gencles. leaving a net annual rental of 
about $53,100. To this revenue from rent 
als. has -to be added about $05,000 for har- 
bor duos that are now' taken over tb 
wharves, making a total annual revenue of 
about .$14.'),]00. These llgnres have been 
verllli'd by expert cnninilttees of Investiga- 
tion appointed by the municipality. 

4. Now, we can purchase the properties 
yielding this annuity for about $2,100,000, 
and If we add to this parliamentary nnd 
other costs, nnd possible contingencies, we 
may assume this figure at $2,850,000, nnd 
taking the rate of Interest 'at 3 per cent, 
we enter upon a liability pf -Oliont $70,000 
per annum, with a revenue of about $148, 
000. Discount this as you will, It Is be- 
yond the possibility of risk. 

7i. The guarantee of the government 
might make a difference In the rate of 
Interest of about 1 per cent.— that Is to 
say, aliont .'523, WK) per anmim, which would 
be taken away from Canada, Instead 
being Invested In reproductive works 
public utility, which would yield again 
about r, per cent. This would be a direct 
loss to Canada, In Interest alone, over a 
period of fifty years, of about $1,175,000— 
or say, a possible dead loss of two nnd a 
quarter million on this Item alone. Is this 
the policy of the Liberal government? I 
think not 

0. Now, there are apparently four courses 
open: 

(a) A government loan to the commls 
sloners, as at Montreal, Quebec, nnd other 
ports, of say, $2,500,0(X), at 3 per cent 
leaving the bnrhor commissioners to make 
the best use they could of the surplus rev- 
enue In works of gradual extension, sub 
Ject, of course, to the approval of the gov. 
crnniont. 

(b) A government loan not exeeedlnj 
bIt millions, to the lu'.rbor commissioners, 
t'. enable them to complete the whole of 
the work In the upper and lower harbors; 
to be advanced by Instalments of, say, 
$2,2.')O.0OO, as before; $2,250,000 for the 
completion of the lower harbor ($4,500.- 
000), and $1,000,000 for the completion of 
the upper harbor, > ■ 

(c) A guarantee of the. payment of the 
Interest nnd repayment of the principal of 
like amounts' to those before specified,' on 
the terras of the Draft .\ct submitted fo 
you last session. 

(d) A grant la aid equal to the difference 
In Intore.ft between the loan guaranteed 
nnd ungunratecd. 

The point Is one not only of keeping 
the fixed charges down to the lowest pos- 
sible figure, but retnlnlng the money so 
saved In Canada, and expending It exclu- 
sively upnn works of public utility that In 
themselves would be reproductive, and 
would also add to the prosperity of the 
Dominion. 

One per cent, on five nnd a half millions 
would be $55,000 per annum,'! or $2,750,000 
for Interest alone over the period of fifty 
yearn, represeuiing a probable contingent 
loss of nearly double that amount to the 



Dominion of Canada— falling, however, 
chiefly on the province of British Colum. 
blu. I cannot think this to be part of the 
policy of the Liberal government. 

I commend these points to your most 
favorable consideration, but the details can 
be best threshed out la conference, 
previously suggested by yourself and the 
Honorable Mr. Fielding.

My dear Sir Louis: I am mach obliged 
by your letter of the DtU lust., Ijaylnff you 
would lay my letter of the 20tli Dec, with 
referi'uci' to my proposed, harbor Improve, 
nients, before your colleagues. 

When lu Ottawa las't session, I had s 
conforcijuc with the Jlon. Mr. Slfton with 
reference to the t^otighees Indian reSiervts 
a tract, of about 112 acres that juts out Jn- 
tl»t> harbor with a frontage of about 
'2,r)UU yards oil Its waters. .V good deal of 
Corrvspoudeuce has tukcn lilaoe between 
tho federa.1 govcnimcm ami the govern- 
ment of this province and of the city of 
Victoria .jvs to the urgent necessity for the 
removal of the Indians from this central 
position, to Roine other place which may be 
found equally suitable to their reiiulremeuts 
and l«88 objectionable td the white popula- 
tion. • 

The difficulty In settling the question has 
been with the revcrtlouary Interests In 
the land, both the government and th 
city putting forward claims, the merits of 
which, however, are beside the present 
purpose. My suggestion to the .Minister of 
the interior was that the Indian depart 
ment should grant a lease for a long period 
of this reservation to the harbor commls. 
sioners lus a branch of the public works de 
partment), ou behalf of whomsoever It 
might concern, ou terms to be agreed up. 
on. It Is, of course, absolutely essential 
that the government should : assign to the 
harbor couiinlssloueri) all foireshore rights In 
this property, as tbc'.commlssloncni^muHt 
of necessity control the whole wnter'front- 
uge. ThiB course would meet all difficulty 
at once. ; , • a " 

The terms I suggested worcthese: Sup 
pose, for argumeut'a sake, xthe.. cost .to the 
department of removing. the Indians to an 
other site would be $20,000 , for,.,lanil and 
$10,000 for their removal ''and ' reinstate 
ment, a total sum of $30,000, on which th 
commissioners should pay Interest as If it 
were a loan made to them by the govern 
ment. The recent valuation of tills land 
by arbitration has been determined at $310 
.per acre, which, multiplied by 105 acres, 
the residue of the land, would represent a 
capital value of $35,700, the revertlon ot 
which Is In dispute. 

Now, I suggest paying 3 per cent., the 
terms on which you have advanced th 
money to Montreal for slmllur purposes, 
as a rent charge, and leave all question 
of ownership for settlement between the 
parties Interested, thus, we should have In- 
terest on costs Incurrciii^ $000; and Interest 
on the value of land aii rent, $1,071; total 
rent to be paid by .' the"';.^ harbor cotumls. 
sIuaerB, $1,U71 ''per ' annum;- and this, -ot 
course, we could very well pay out of sur- 
I>lus revenue, as referred to in my letter 
of the 2i)tb Dec, IbO'J, towards which, 
iiowcter, we should have the present rent- 
al of $117, which Is the total revenue jit 
present received by the Indian department 
from the property. 

The department's right to grant lease; 
on behalf of the Indians Is uuclmllengiid 
but their right to nllenate Is open to doubt 
This solution Is within all admitted right! 
and would remove the greatest drawback 
Victoria has to suffer at the present time 
The property would still be under govern- 
ment control, and the Indian department 
would Increase the revenue from the re- 
serve from $417 to 1,071, prncticuUy with 
out expense to the.goverument, 

I state these facts which I base laid be- 
fore the Hon. Mr. Sifton for your iuforma 
Hon. The financial aspect Is this: 

The harbor estate would be Increased by 
105 acres, having n water frontage of 
about 2,500 yards, which would be Im 
mensely Increased In value by reason of 
the Improvements contemplated to the bar 
bor. The B. it N. railway would have am 
pie room for expansion on favorable terms. 
.Manufactories would spring up, road be 
laid out, and residences erected ami 
handsome revenue would be secured from 
ground rents and from Increasing trad 
wllliln a very few years. This would be 
a valuable asset and a further tti'curlty 
for the guarantors. It would add consld 
erably to the financial solidity of the un- 
dertaking and tend to deyelop trade. 

I trust this phase of the undertaking will 
commend Itself to your favorable consider- 
ation. 

When the time 1» ripe It would pi>8slbly 
facilitate matters If I were to come over 
to Ottawa, as I am probably more famillnr 
with all the facts, figures, and details, nnd 
better able to explain all points relative to 
the undertaking that might seem doubtful, 
than any other person.

Advantages o( the, Route fro;n the Coa.st 
to the Omenica. 

A Victoria gentleman; *.whO; at .present 
does not care t^* ht'Ve l>.jB. name" published 
in thin connection, and ■wh'o'^ae informa- 
tion rospocting.tke subject dealt with is 
t'<iiial to that •posleiBed- iby anyone ttUd' 
far superior to that of most people, gives 
the following expression of lUs views in 
regard to the .best way ot reaching the 
Omenica country by a wngon road. He 
eays: 

"The Ashcroft .'lout-ual with commend- 
able zeal (idvt)cutes the open'mg up by a 
vaguii ixiaU of the Omenica district. 
Thus far only are its arguments fair and 
logical. It Would evidently prefer that 
the Omenica country should reinain u 
wilderness, if AshcroCt shouUl not be- 
come the gal('way wbcreby to reach it. 
Kveryone will checrliilly and strongly 
.:idvocate tlie Aslicrol'l ami Cariboo tlis- 
trict receiving from tl'.e government the 
fullest meat^iin of jii.-;licc, but cannot en- 
dorse prijpositioMs whicli would lie ob- 
viously aiul grossly in.iiisl to Omenica 
district in particubir :in(l iho province in 
general. A wagon road passing through 
a good agricultural country can be con- 
structeil at the nioilernte cost from an 
ocean sc:i jwrt on the Kitiniaat Inlet to 
Oiiunica, the entire dist:ince not being 
greater than 2U0 iiiilcs. The route ad- 
vocated by the Ashcroft Journal involves 
70S miles of laud , travel ns against 200 
miles jiust mentioned. It is true that 203 
miles by the Ashcroft route Is by the 
C.r.R. and that .from' that point there is 
already con'structcd 225 'miles of wagon 
road io Quesnellc, 'but that eiteneion to 
lln' Cariboo road uuoossary would be 40 
miles longer than the entire distance 
from the sea board at Kitiniaat to Ome- 
nica. From an Jigricultural standpoint 
the merits of the Kitiniaat route are 
greater than those of the country lying 
between Quesnelle and Omenica.' A 
rich mineral belt not remote from the sea 
cou.n would be traversed by the Kitimnat 
road. In the winter months the Omenica 
would be reached b.v teams in 200 niile« 
as aguin;it Sli.") miles from Ashcroft, not 
taking into account that Ashcroft is It- 
s(!lf 203 miles distant from, the Coast 
terminus. In the summer months when 
the Skeena is navigable, the land travel 
by the Coast route would only involve 
1,")0 miles ot teaming as against the 525 
Diiles mentioned from Ashcroft. It goes 
without saying that the cost of transpor 
tation by the Cioast route, when a wagon 
road is built, would be less than half 
what it would be via Ashcroft. Ou th( 
face ot it it is an absurd proposition that 
supplies should be carried overland from 
Ashcroft to;Omenica at aV great expense, 
when the Pacific ocean can "be made ase 
of as a means of transportation at aonv 
inai cost (from .'f2 to per ton) , to the 
M degree of north latitude. During the 
Klondike boom tlie Ashcroft Journal ad- 
vocated the route that it is advocating 
now as the best route and the poor man's 
way to the Klondike. Sulisequent events 
hiive clearly shown that it was virtually 
usless. All tliose who attempted it were 
very poor indeetl when they bad travelled 
over it. AVitliout the shortest, best and 
natural route to the Omenica territory 
the .successful development of its mineral 
wealth need not be hoped- *or,"

The Solemn Interdiction of the Boman 
Catholic 'Chapel of St. Ignace de Loyola, 
by Ilcv. Canon Archambault, acting under 
Instructions from Archbishop Bruchesl was 
one of the most Impressive scenes which 
can be witnessed In ti«e Catholic church. 

The Archbishop, being unable to go there 
himself sent the Kev. Canon who proceed- 
ed to the ceremony with all the formalities 
decree?! hy Canon law. 

This parish was formed In August 1805. 
Its territory Is composed of a number of 
Islands situated In the St. Lawrence 
the head of Lake St. Peter, and It belongf 
to thi- county of Berthler. Hev. O. Lacbai> 
ello was Its first cure. There was dlfficultj 
from the start, t'lrst as regarded the sa'i 
of the church and then negardlng the eiec 
tlon of church wardens. It was at the 
election of the latter that a disgraceful 
scene occurred lu the chapel, the priest 
himself being submitted to great deal of 
humiliation. 

On learning the facts the Archbishop 
decided to apply the stringent rules of dis- 
cipline In such .cases, s 

The sad occurrence had not taken place 
It Is true, while the host was .In dchurch, 
but HIh Grace Xelt that the temple had 
been desecrated and he decided to place 
It under interdict, though the great major- 
ity of the parish had taken no part lu the 
disturbance, and decjdy regretted what 
had happened. Several of the guilty par 
ties hav.> sliice asked pardon for their ac- 
tion, and it is probable that befori? long 
the Interdiction will be raised. In his d- 
crce, whlcii Kev. Canon Archambault road 
to the purlshonei-s the Archblsiioi) after re 
calling what had occurred declared that un- 
til further orders no solemn ceremony 
would bo held In the chapel or In the new 
church, but nevertheless, he would allow 
Ihe saying of a low juass at nine o'clock 
on Sunday morning and on days of obliga- 
tion. 

The blessed s.icrament. would not be al- 
lowed to remain In the parlsh and the 
doors ot the chapel and church would re- 
main closed at all times except during the 
low mass. The sacrament of baptism and 
marriages would be administered In the 
sncrlsty, and the Interments t:ike place In 
the cemetery without any service being 
chanted. The cure during the Inlerdicllon 
would resl<ie at Kertliier where the parish- 
loners would liave to go for him for the 
administering of sacraments of extreme 
unction, baptism and marriage: The cure 
was authorized to go to St. Iguace on the 
eve of Snnrlnys and feasts of obligations 
to hear confession In the sacristy. 

Ills Grace concluded his decree as fol- 
lows: ; "It Is with tears In our eyes, our 
dear brethren, that we write these lines. 
The day of the Epiphany will remain engra- 
ven In your minds, connected vwlth- painful 
remembrances. The good 'wllI; have to suf- 
fiM- tor the guilty; and this Is -what pahm 
us inoHt.:.; May God grant that the- guilty 
confess their guilt? 'Let them repent and 
make amends for their faults; let them 
make an amende honorable to the pastor

CHURCHILL ON THE BOERS. 

Found Them Kind to the British Pris- 
oners and Resolved to Fight 
to the Death. 

Lieut. Wluistou Churchill, the special 
wor corrDBponilcnt, who went from Eng- 
land with Gen. Buller, writes as follows 
of his experiences an n pris-sner of war 
at.the.TransTBal capital: 

Pretoria, Nt>v, SO. 
The position of a prisoner ot war is 
painful and bninillnting. A man tries 
his best to kill aiiothor, and finding thnt 
be cannot succeed, asks his enemy for 
mercy. 

When the prisoners captured after the 
destruction of the :irmored train had 
been disarmed niul collected in a group, 
we found that there were 550 unwounded 
or slightly wounded, men, besides the 
more serious eases lying" on the scene of 
the fight. 

Vorwarts," said a voice, and, form- 
ing in a miserable procession — two 
wretched ollieers, a bare-headed, tat- 
tered correspondent, four stiilors with 
straw hats nnd "11. M, SI Tartar" in 
gold letters oh the ribbons (ill-timed 
jauntincss), some 50 soldiers and volun- 
teers, lind -two or three railway men— 
we started, surrounded by the active 
Boer horsemen. 

"You need 'not walk so fast," said n 
Boer, in excellent English. " Take your 
time." 

Then another, seeing me hatless in the 
downpour, ihrew me a soldier's cap — one 
ot the Irish Fusilier caps, taken prob- 
ably near Lndysniith. ,So they were 
not cruel, these enemy. That was a 
great surprise to me, for I had rend 
much of the literature of this land of 
lies, and fully expected every hardship 
and indignity. 

Our captors conducted us to n rough 
tent which had been set up in a hollow 
in one of the hills, nnd which we con- 
cluded was Gen. .Toubert's headquarters. 
Here we v/crc formed in line and soon 
fiurroundcd by a bearded crowd of 
Boers cloaked in mackintosh. 

I expinined that I was a special cor-' 
respondent nnd non-combatant, and 
asked to see Gen. Jcubert. My creden- 
tials were taken from me by a man who 
siiid he was a field' cornet, nnd who 
promised that 'they snould he laid before 
the General forthwith. •"" Meanwhile we 
ivnited in the rain, and the'Boers ques- 
tioned us. 

My certificate as a correspondent bore 
a name better known than liked in the 
Transvaal. Moreover, some ot the 
private soldiers bad been talking. 

"You arc the son of Lord Randolph 
Churchill?" said a Scottish Boer, 
abruptly. I did not deny the fact. 
Immediately there was much talking, 
ajid all crowded round me, looking and 
pointing, while I heard my name re- 
pented on every side. 

"I am n newspaper correspondent," I 
said, "and you ought not to hold ine pris- 
oner." 

The Scottish Boer laughed. 
" Oh," be said, " we do not catch 
lords' sons every day." 

M'hereat the.v all chi'ickled nnd began 
to explain that 1 should be allowed to 
play football at Pretoria. 

We tramped for six hours across 
sloppy lields jind along tracks deep and 
slippery with mud, 'while the rain fell in 
!i steady ilownpour and soaked everyone 
to the -skin. The , Boer escort told us 
several times not to hurry, nnd to go our 
own pace, and once they allowed us to 
halt for a few moinehts. ' But we had 
had neither food nor water, 'and it wits' 
with a feelins of utter weariness that 'I 
saw the tin roofs of Colenso rise in the 
distance, , 

We were put into a corrugated ii'on 
shed near the station, tlie Honrs of 
which ..jvcre four inches deep with torn 
railway"'forms and accotiiit books. Here 
we (lung ourselves down exhausted, nnd 
what with the shame, the disappuint- 
iiKMit, the excitement of the morning, the 
misery of the present and physical weak- 
ness, it seemed that love of life was 
gone, and I thought, almost with envy, 
of a soldier 1 had seen during the fight 
lying quite still on the enibankmeiit, 
secure in the calm philosophy of death 
from the strings and arrows of outrage- 
ouH fortune. 

Other Boers besides our escort who 
were occupying Colenso came to look at 
us. With two of these -who were 
brothers, English by race, -Vfrikandors 
by birth, Boers by choice, I had some 
conversation. 

I'lie war. they said, was going well. 
Of course, it was a great matter to face 
the power and might of the British 
Empire, still they wore reaolveil. They 
would drive the English out of South 
Africa forever, or else fight to the last 
man. 

1 could, not sleep. Vexation ot spirit, 
a cold night. and wet clothes withheld 
sweet oblivion. The rights nnd wrongs 
of the quarrel, the fortunes and chances 
of the -war, forced themselves on the 
mind. What men they -were, these 
Boers ! 

I thought of them as I had seen them 
in the morning riding forward through 
the rain— thousands of independent rille- 
men, thinking for themselves, possessed 
of beantlfnl weapons, led with skill, liv- 
ing as they rode without commissariat 
or transport or aiiimiiuition column, 
moving like the wind and supiiorted by 
ii-on constitutions and a stern, hard Old 
Testament God who should surely smite 
the Amalekites hip and thigh. 

And then, above the ruinstorin that 
beat wililly on the corrugated iron, I 
heard the sound of a ehaiint. The Boers 
weie singing their evening psalm, and 
the menacing notes- more full of indig- 
nant war than love and mercy— struclt 
a. .chill into my heart, so that 1 thought 
after all that the war was unjust, that 
the. Boers werp better men than we, that 
Heaven was against us, that Ladysinith, 
Miifeking and -Kimborley would full, 
that the Estcourt garrison would perish, 
that foreign powers would intervene, 
that we should, lose South Africa, and 
that that would be the beginning of the 
end. 

So for the time I despaired of the Em- 
pire, nor -was it till the morning sun- 
ill the brighter after the rainstorms, all 
the wanner after the chill.s— struck in 
through the windows, that things re- 
assumed their true colors aud propor- 
tions.
